SALE  OF  THE  GUTHMANN  AND  OTHER  COLLECTIONS. 

Mr.  Sam.  Guthmann,  6r.,  came  many  years  ago  from  Germany  to  Amer- 
ica to  make  his  way  in  the  world,  and  died  a successful  business  man  and 
respected  citizen  of  Macon,  Georgia.  He  presents  a good  example  of  what 
may  be  accomplished  by  honest  effort  and  industry  in  the  United  States,  even 
though  a man  commences  in  a humble  way.  He  first  engaged  in  the  fruit 
business  in  Florida,  and  made  his  way  to  Atlanta  and  Macon,  where  he  estab- 
lished large  laundries.  His  interest  in  coins  dates  from  an  early  period  and 
his  specialty  was  American  coins.  To  these  he  added  a few  choice  foreign 
gold  coins.  His  American  gold  collection  includes  fine  and  choice  coins  of 
the  regular  series  from  $10  down  to  the  dollar  size,  and  his  set  of  dollars  is 
about  complete.  The  collection  of  Eagles,  Half  and  Quarter  Eagles  also  in- 
cludes many  scarce  and  choice  pieces,  with  a good  many  of  the  scarcer  type 
of  mint-marks. 

The  private  gold  collection  has  in  it  some  choice  examples  of  the  early 
Mormon,  Moffat,  U.  S.  Assay,  Augustus  Humbert,  Clark,  Gruber  & Co.,  Clark 
<.y  Company,  Bechtler  and  other  issues,  together  with  a beautiful  set  of  the 
special  issues  of  the  Pan  Pacific  Exposition.  There  are  some  choice  Cali- 
fornia Gold  Dollar  coins.  The  Clark,  Gruber  & Co.  $20  in  gold  and  the
